“On Jan. 31 the Japanese For- 
eign Minister in Tokio requested 
the United States to use its good 
offices to induce the Chinese troops 
not to bring up further reinforce- 
ments and to withdraw the Chinese 
troops now in Shanghai to a safe 
distance to avoid clashes. He stat- 
ed that it was not the desire of the 
Japanese Government to send any 
further reinforcements or to send 
land troops. On Feb. 1 the Japa- 
nese Ambassador in Washington 
called upon the Secretary of State 
and confirmed this request made 
in Tokio for the good offices of this 
country in stopping further hostili- 
ties at Shanghai. 

“accordingly, the American Am- 
bassador at Tokio and the Ameri- 
can Consul-General at Nanking have 
been instructed to submit to the 
Japanese Government and the Chi- 
nese Government respectively the 
following proposals as a basis for 
the cessation of the present hostill- 
ties between China and Japan: 
“(1) Cessation of all acts of vio- 
lence on both sides forthwith on 
the following terms: 


Shanghai area. 

“(4) Protection of the Interna- 
tional Settlement by the establish- 
ment of neutral zones to divide the 
combatants, these zones to be po- 
liced by neutrals; the arrangements 
to be set up by the Consular au- 
thorities. 

“(5) on acdeptance of these 
conditions prompt advances to be 
made in negotiations to settle all 
outstanding controversies between 
the two nations in the spirit of the 
pact of Paris (Kellogg-RBriand anti- 
war pact) and the resolution of the 
League of Nations of Dec. 9, with- 
out prior demand or reservation 
and with the aid of neutral ob- 
servers or participants. 

“The American Ambassador at 
Tokio was instructed to submit this 
proposal to the Japanese Govern- 
ment at Tokio at 6 p. m. Feb. 2, 
Tokio time, and the American 
Consul-General at Nanking was 
instructed to submit it simultane- 
ously to the Chinese Government 
at Nan.ing at 531. m.

House Musters Just One 
Vote More Than Neces- 
sary to Put Through Sen- 
ate Measure. 


IT WILL NOW GO 
TO CONFERENCE 


It Has Been Amended to In- 
crease Exemptions—Levy 
Ranges From 1 to 6 Per 
Cent. 


By the Aseociated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 2. 
By a vote of 78 to 59, the Lower 
House of the General Assembly to- 
day passed a bill to impose a State 
tax on incomes. The measure now 
goes to the Senate for concurrence 
in amendments. 

Proponents of the bill had only 
one vote to spare as 77 votes were 
required for passage. The Senate 
passed the bill several weeks ago, 
and early concurrence in 
House amendments is expected. 


The bill provides for a tax on 
the entire net income of all sin- 
gle persons earning more than 
+$1000 a vear and on heads of fam- 
ilies earning more than $2500. A

reduction of $300 for each child 
Or dependent person also is 
lowed. . 


As originally passed by the Sen- 
ate the bill allowed an exemption 
of only $2000 for heads of fam- 
ilies and $200 for each child or 
dependent. The Senate must agrec 
to the increases in these items be- 
fore the bill is sent to the Gov. 
ernor for his signature. 

Replacement Feature. 

The replacement feature of the 
bill would relieve one-third or even 
one half of the $90,000,000 tax lev- 
ied against property for education- 
al purposes, proponents of the bill 
contend. Every cent of money 
raised by the income tax will be 
used to reduce the educational tax. 
+ Direct deductions from comput- 
ed income taxes will be provided 
through what is known as the par- 
tial property tax offset and an ad- 
ditional offset not to exceed $100 
for taxes paid upon a home occu- 
pied by its owner. The replace- 
ment provisions are incorporated 
in companion measures. 

Personal exemptions to be de- 
ducted from net income by the bill 
are as follows: $1000 for each sin- 
gle person and each married per- 
son not supporting a wife or hus- 
band or family; $2500 for each 
married man or head of a family; 
$300 for.each child less than 18 
years of age, or other dependent 
person. 

Tax 1 to 6 Per Cent. 

The required tax rates on brack- 
ets of taxable net income is as fol- 
lows: 1 per cent on the first $1000; 
2 per cent on the next $3000; 3 
per cent on the next $5000; 4 per 
cent on the next $7000; 5 per cent 
on the next $9000; 6 per cent On all 
taxable net income in excess of 
$25,000. 

The effect of income taxes in re- 
ducing property taxes for educa- 
tional purposes among the counties 
is estimated as follows: Madison 
County reduction, $625,000; St. 
Clair, $842,000. 

The fund derived by the income 
tax would first be used to supplant 
the $10,500,000 now in the State 
school distributive fund annually. 
The remainder of the fund would 
be distributed among school dis- 
tricts in the State.

SAYS HE TOOK POISON 


Chicago Auto Mechanic Laughs 
at Efforts of Doctors to 
Find Antidote. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Police said 


today they had solved three Kkill- 
ings, including one of a woman, 
through a confession of Paul Harri- 
son, an automobile mechanic, who 
says he is slowly dying from poison 
he took to cheat justice. 

Harrison, police said, admitted 
yesterday he killed Earl Davis, a 
garage watchman, and told them 
today he also killed Dr. James 
Schaefer, a dentist, and Miss Nor- 
ma Newby, 38 years old, who was 
kidnaped from her escort on a lone- 
ly road last March and found dead. 

The Davis and Schaeffer killings 
were two of a series of four appa- 
rently motiveless assaults which 
mystified the authorities recently. 
The skulls of the victims bore the 
marks of e@ blunt weapon like a 
hammer. 

Before he made the last two al- 
leged confession, Harrison laughed 
at Cook County Hospital physicians 
who examined him to determine 
the nature of the poison he says 
he took. 

“You can’t give me antidotes be- 
cause I won't tell you what the 
poison was,” he told them. 

In his confession, police said, 
Harrison told of abandoning an au- 
tomobile he stole from Miss New- 
by’s escort at Jonesville, Va., where 
it was found March 17. “I left the 
car in Virginia some place,” the 
police quoted him as saying.

/MOTORISTS WITHOUT CITY 
LICENSES TO BE PROSECUTED 


Comptroller Nolte Says 
Will Begin April 1; to 
Check State Records. 

A campaign against the _ S8&t. 
Louis motorists who fail to obtain 
city license tags will be _ started 
Comptroller Nolte an- 
nounced today. He said that the 
State license bureau in St. Louis 
usually issued about 30,000 more 
plates than the city bureau. Per- 
sons without city licenses will be 
prosecuted. 

The Comptroller also said that 
tax assessors are going to check 
State license records. Those who 
fail to declare automobiles on their 
personal property returns will be 
assessed double. 

An effort to stop St. Louisans 
from operating their cars with the 
slightly cheaper Illinois licenses 
also will be made, Nolte said. He 
will ask police on the various 
bridges to take the license number 
of cars regularly going from St.

MISSOURI U. TO CUT DOWN 


AID FOR MAIMED CHILDREN 


President Williams Announces Lack 
of Funds Compels Curtailing 
of Hospital Service. 
By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 2.—The 
crippled children’s service at the 
University of Missouri, which last 
year gave aid to 400 patients, will 
be able to hospitalize and treat 40 
per cent fewer children this year 
because of a shortage in State 
funds, says President Walter Wil- 
liams in an announcement issued 
here today. 

A saving of $12,000 from’ the 
original appropriation of $50,000 
will be made, Williams pointed out. 
In 1931 there were 146 patients 
hospitalized by the service, and in 
addition 252 others were treated 
outside the hospital here. 

The reduction will not be equally 
distributed between patients in and 
outside the hospital, Williams says, 
but will be arranged so that the 
largest possible aid may be given. 

Williams said “the reduction 
made necessary in this valuable 
service with its highly aamotional 
appeal to humanity is most regret- 
table.” ef

Citing “‘the deplorable condition of 
unemployment in Cook County,” 
Gov. Emmerson last night, in his 
message to the third special ses- 
sion of the General Assembly, said 
it was “the State’s duty to care for 
the many citizens who, through no 
fault of their own, need food, shel- 
ter and ‘clothing.” The message 
said, in part: 

“In Chicago and Cook Coynty 
today are hundreds of thousands 
of persons who are destitute, lack- 
ing the bare necessities to preserve 
life, for whom there is no employ- 
ment and no means of helping 
themselves. 

“A civilized people cares for its 
members in distress. Ina few days 
the resources of voluntary sub- 
scription and the ordinary  fIocal 


and Chicago will fail entirely. The 
sityation is further complicated by 
the failure to collect taxes in Cook 
County which has bankrupted the 
municipal treasuries and even in- 
terfered with the functions of 
State Government. 
“The problem must be met. * 
* * As Governor of Illinois it is 
my duty to call to your ‘attention 
this deplorable situation.” 

$20,000,000 Appropriation. 
Chicago’s campaign to convince 
downstate Illinois that $20,000,000 
of State money can be appropriat- 
ed for relief in Cook County with- 
out adding a cent to downstate tax 
bills was started in the General As- 
sembly. 
Both houses of the Legislature 
received five bills which the Chi- 
cago Emergency Relief Committee 
has said will provide enough money 
to prevent suffering during the rest 
of the winter. 
Republican Floor Leader Rich- 
ard J. Barr of Joliet took charge 
of the bills in the Senate. He ex- 
plained that while the measures 
provided for an increase of 30 cents 
in the State tax rate and for a 
State-wide bond issue, the addi- 
tional tax would not be collected, 
but that the $20,000,000 would be 
taken from the present gasoline 
tax. 
Several downstate members, how- 
ever, insisted that the bills would 
result in an additional tax on down- 
State property in the long run and 
opposed the bills. Senator Meents 
(Rep.), of Ashkum, introduced a 
bill to permit any county to issue 
its own bonds for poor relief, to be 
paid for over a period of 20 years 
by a direct tax on the property in 
the county. 

Gasoline Tax Amendment. 
If the bond issue were approved 
the increase in the State tax rate 
would not be necessary, it was as- 
serted. Confident that the bond 
issue would be approved, the pro- 
ponents of the plan submitted a bill 
to amend the gasoline tax law, s0 
that the counties may use their 
share of the tax to pay the bonds. 
Another bill of the series creates 
a State emergency relief commis- 
sion of seven to be named by the 


Governor to administer the $20,- 
000,000 appropriation. _ 
In opposing the plan, Meents 


argued that Chicago could care for 
its poor and unemployed without 
resorting to an increase in the State 
tax rate or a State-wide bond issue. 
“You have just raised $400,000 
for the Civic Opera, $300,000 for 
political conventions and are spend- 
ing mililons on the World Fair,” he 
said. “It ought not to be hard to 
get money for the poor.”

‘High Cost of Golf. 
HERE is one distinction

According to the 
table of maintenance costs, its 
charge against the city is not 
one thin dime. It is_ self-sus- 
taining, thanks to the fee system 
maintained. 

In point of fact, however, it 
actually costs the players who 
indulge in it a grand total of 
more than $49,500 in mainte- 
nance and labor. And it possi- 


bly oceupies more space in park 
acreage than baseball, soccer or 
tennis. 

It also, according to the, de- 
partment’s report, is the aristo- 
crat of the Big Four sports, in 
that its cost per round is 27 cents. 

Contrast this with the estimat- 
ed cost per match in tennis, which 
is only two mills, one-fifth of a 
cent, and you get a picture of 
what golf costs the world as 
compared t@ other pastimes.

JOBLESS RELIEF — 
IN SENATE, DEMOCRATS SEEK 
TO COMPROMISE DIRECT AID 


Progressives, Led by 


La Follette, Insist on 


$375,000,000 Proposal—Black and Bulk- 
ley Offer Amendments.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.— The 
“hunger battle’’ still raged in Con- 
gress today, but with curiously 
shifting fortunes. Senate progres- 
sives of both parties pressed their 
demand for the La Follette-Costi- 
gan relief bill, appropriating $375,- 
000,000 to be apportioned among 
the States, Republican regulars 
stood solidly behind President 
Hoover’s opposition to any form of 
Federal relief, and Democratic 
leaders strove unsuccessfully to 
agree Upon some sort of compro- 
mise. 
In the meantime, a subcommittee 
of the House Labor Committee con- 
tinued to study various relief pro- 
posals that have been submitted in 
the lower chamber. Conservative 
Democrats in both houses exhibited 
a tendency to join administration 
Republicans in opposing any form 
of Federal relief. 
Democratic leaders in the Sen- 
ate designated an informal com- 
mittee consisting of Senators 
Walsh, Montana; Bulkley, Ohio, 
and Black,’ Alabama, to draft a 
substitute measure. Black already 
had prepared an amendment to the 
La Follette bill, providing that the 
$375,000,000 be spent in construct- 
ing public roads, while Bulkley had 
prepared another amendment, pro- 
posing to lend the money to the 
states. 
Vemocratic opposition to Federal 
relief proposals weakened visibly 
this afternoon under -the steady 
battering of La Follette, who had 
been hammering away since yes- 
terday afternoon with a seemingly 
inexhaustible succession of unem- 
ployment statistics and appeals 
from welfare workers, interspersed 
with graphic recitals of destitution, 
suffering and omens of violence 
throughout the country. 

Robinson Recedes in Stand. 
It was learned that Senator Joe 
Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic floor leader, had receded 
from his early demand that the bill 
be killed by recommitting it to a 
committee, and was now engaged 
in discussing with Walsh, Black 
and Bulkley, possible measures for 
making loans to the states. Sena- 
tors and Representatives alike have 
been bombarded from home with 
demands for Federal relief since 
La Follette launched his fight yes- 
terday. 
la Follette evidently had won his 
fight to have the Senate take his 
measure up. Opposition to acting 
on it one way or another has vir-| 
tually vanished; although prior to 
yesterday it existed in considerable 
force. As matters stood this aft- 
ernoon, conservative Democrats 
and standpat Republicans opposing 
the bill in its present form ap- 
peared to be in a majority, but the 
situation is full of dynamic posibil- 
ities. 
The Senate will vote first on the 
amendments offered by Democrats. 
It is likely that the supporters of 
the La Follette bill will join with 
administration Republicans in vot- 
ing against these substitutes. In 
the event they succeeded in defeat- 
ing all of them, the La _ Follette 
measure would survive as the only 
remaining relief proposal to be 
voted on, and Democrats would be 
confronted with the necessity of 
voting squarely for or against any 
Federal relief. 
As Democratic conferences con- 
tinued this afternoon, there was a 


prospect that Democratic leaders 
might agree on a substitute meas- 
ure providing for Fedcral loans to 
the states totaling $375,000,000, to 
be expended for direct relief, and 
for additional loans totaling $375,- 
000,000, to be expended by the 
states on public works, the entire 
$750,000,000 to be repaid within 10 
years. 

La Follette, continuing the speech 
he began yesterday, said “family 
ties are being torn asunder” by the 
suffering and distress caused by 
unemployment. 

Senutor Tydings (Dem.) Mary- 
land said “some of us feel we ought 
to have concrete evidence from 
Governors of states that they are 
unable to provide the funds nec- 
Sary.”’ 

“I am not willing to wait for 
that information and let the peo- 
ple starve to death,” La Follette 
replied. “It was the’duty of Con- 
gress to consider the problem on 
its merits.” 

Urges Relief to Avert Viole.ce in 
Mine Fields, 

David Rinne of the miners’ relief 
fund of Pittsburg<said before a 
House Labor Subcommittee today 
that there was danger of wide- 
Spread violence in the Washington 
County mining area of Pennsylva- 
nia unless Federal relief was 
granted. 

The testimony was given at a 
hearing on tHe LaF Ollette-Costizgaa 
bill to provide 375,000,000 for 
Federal aid, The bill has been ap- 
proved by a Senate committee and 
Senator LaFollette is seeking to 
have it taken up for passage by 
that branch. 

Rinne said most of the miners in 
Allegheny County who are working 
are so underpaid that they are on 
the welfare list, and getting weekly 
allowances for: food. 

“In the coal fields of Western 

Pennsylvania onlv avout 15 per 
cent of the normal! capacity is be- 
ing worked, which means at least 
20,000 miners are out of work,” he 
said. “In Allegheny County about 
200,000 are wholly out of work and 
at least $10,000,000 more money is 
needed to care for them during this 
year. This is in addition to what 
has already been raised. 
“In Washington County at least 
8000 coal miners are unemployed 
and the county poor funds are en- 
tirely exhausted, the county is in 
debt and its credit is shat.” 

Woman Tells of Needs. 

Miss Lea D. Taylor of Chicago, 
president of the National Federa- 
tion of Settlements, told the House 
Committee the primary need of 
unemployed workers in settlement 
communities was for ‘“‘more imme- 
diate, more regular and more ade- 
quate relief which can only be ob- 
tained if Federal aid is added to 
vanishing local resources.” 

Brant A. Scott, vice president of 
the West’ Virginia mine workers, 
testified that “at least 15,000 min- 
ers and their dependents are starv- 
ing and suffering seriously from 
malnutrition in the West Virginia 
coal fields.” 

“To care decently for the unem- 
ployed at least $2,000,000 more is 
needed at once for the next three 
or four months,” he said. 

“There has never been anything 
like this in the history of West Vir- 
ginia and we fear the same violence 
which has so often happened in the 
coal miners’ struggles in the past. 
“The Federal Government must 
act to prevent;a tragedy that will 
not soon be rémedied.”

Crisp of Ways and Means 
‘Committee Adv ocates 
Levy as Necessary to 
Balance Budget.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2,—Oil im- 


porters were asked by Acting Chair- 
man Crisp of the Ways and Means 
Committee today to be prepared to 
“make sacrifices’’ to meet the 
Treasury deficit. 

Opening a hearing on a proposed 
tax on oil imports, the Georgia 
Democrat, who is: presiding during 
the illness of Chairman Collier, told 
the importers that “unless the fi- 
nancial stability of the Government 
is made secure, economic chaos 
will follow.” 

‘The oil importers, headed by 
Robert Stewart, president of the 
Pan American Petroleum and 
Transport Co., were gathered to re- 
sist a proposed import on petro- 
leum. 

* “Every citizen in the United 
States will be effected adversely 
unless we balance the budget,’ 
Crisp said. 

“Every suggestion the Treasury 
has made for taxes has been op- 
posed in the three weeks we have 
held hearings. I am making this 
statement to present to you the pic- 
ture that confronts the country and 
our people.” 

Crisp said many special taxes 
would have to be levied on com- 
modities because increases in in- 
come, inheritance and estate taxes 
would not yield sufficient money 
to bring a balanced budget. 

Crisp said the administration’s 
$920,000,000 tax program would 
lack $250,000,000 to $300,000,000, 
annually, of bringing the amount 
the Treasury estimated. 

Stewart, the principal witness, 
said a 2-cents a gallon tax on im- 
ported oil would not raise any 
revenue at all. 

“The importers would be gravely 
injured and imports would cease,” 
he said. “The price of gasoline as 
well as of crude and fuel oil would 
be raiséd by this measure. How 
the opposite can be held is hard to 
understand.” 

Stewart said the Tariff Commis- 
sion’s figures on the differential 
between Venezucla oil and _ that 
from the Mid-Continent field, was 
not $1.03 a barrel, as asserted last 
week by Wirt Franklin, president 
of the Independent Producers’ As- 
sociation, but only 6 cents. 

“It would be utterly impossible 
for any operating company to im- 
port its crude or any “derivative of 
crude with a handicap in the form 
of any tariff or excise duty whatso- 
ever,” he said, adding: “Particular- 
ly a tariff varying from 84 cents 
per barrel, in the case of fuel oil, 
to $1.68 in the case of gasoline.”

IT IS UP TO ST. LOUIS. 

Comptroller Nolte’s plan for carrying on the city’s 
relief work proposes to tax gasoline, amusements, 
soft-drink parlors and parking lots where a fee is 
charged. Those taxes, it is estimated, will yield 
$650,000. There is no doubt that this amount is 
needed; gvhether it will be sufficient remains to be 
determined. The relief leaders think not. They be- 
lieve it will take a million dollars to feed the unem- 
ployed through the year. If so, St. Louis will have to 
raise it in some way. She must take care of her own. 

That is the fact. We have got to face it. We 
can’t sidestep it. We do not believe for an instant 
that~there is any disposition to dodge it. If special 
taxes do not meet the emergency the citizens who can 
do so must give the difference. How serious is the 
situation here and in every other great industrial 
community was shown during the committee hear- 
ings upon the La Follette-Costigan bill, which pro 
poses $375,000,000 for unemployment relief. Social 
workers testified that in the period of the depres. 
sion the suicide rate has almost doubled. Insanity 
is increasing. Child mortality due to ailments in- 
duced by malnutrition is spreading. Juvenile de- 
linquency and prostitution are getting out of con- 
trol. The committee was told of ghastly conditions 
in mining camps, one of 7000 people, Where there is 
neither employment nor relief. It was warned that 
unless there is relief, and that quickly, the whole 
system of Welfare work in all big cities will collapse. 
Is it any wonder that the committee reported the 
bill favorably? Had the people of St. Louis heard 
those terrible stories there would not be a shortage 


in the local relief fund. They do not realize what 


has happened. 

The proposed taxes, Mr. Nolte explains, are emer- 
gency levies which will be repealed when the neces- 
sity ends. Organizations engaged in relief work, to- 
gether with the Chamber of Commerce, will say when 
the emergency has passed. Under the State Constitu- 
tion, the city cannot borrow money unless it can be 
certified that repayment will be made within one 
year. 

Mr. Nolte’s action was inspired by the disquieting 
statement of Tom K. Smith, chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee on Relief and Unemployment, as to the 
relief finances. The balance on hand will last for 
six weeks, or about the middle of March, after which 
the work must be abandoned unless fresh funds are 
It is unthinkable that St. Louis will 
in need.

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A MESSAGE FROM “UNCLE ABE.” 
R€presentative Ploeser of the First St. Louis Dis- 
trict thinks the Young Republicans ought to consider 
the question of an extra session to redistrict the State 
congressionally at their annual Lincoln Day dinner 
in this city on Feb. 12.

LABOR WINS A BATTLE. 

Friends of labor and enlightened opinion generally 
will rejoice in the change of heart in the Senate in 
regard to the Norris bill for limiting the power of 
Federal courts in the punishment of strikers and la- 
bor organizations for contempt for violating injunc- 
tions granted in labor disputes. Inasmuch as the 
measure had previously failed to secure the approval 
of the Judiciary Committee, it was a signal victory 
labor won when the committee voted, 11-5, in its 
favor. 

Generally speaking, the law regards a defendant in- 
nocent until he has been proved guilty. To this rule 
the notorious exception is the injunction, which may 
be said to declare the defendant guilty until he proves 
himself innocent. This would be set right by the 
Norris bill, which would permit the issuance of in- 
junctions in labor disputes only after evidence has 
ing, PH other things, that unlawful acts have 
been cOmmitted and will be continued unless re- 
strained; that the complainant is without adequate 
remedy at law and that public officers, charged with 
the protection of the complainant’s property, are “un- 
able or unwilling to furnish adequate protection.” The 
unprejudiced person will recognize this as nothing 
more than assuring labor the rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution, so ruthlessly ignored by some mem- 
bers of the bench in the past. 

Outstanding among the bill’s provisions is its out- 
lawing of the notorious “yellow dog” contract, 
through which grasping employers have exacted from 
employes at the time of hiring them a promise not to 
join labor organizations. A long line of Judges, who 
have held the narrow view that the right to sign a 
“vellow dog” contract was guaranteed the working- 
man by the freedom of contract, must be writhing as 
they read the news. The bill’s proposal to permit a 
defendant in a contempt case who is charged with

room to seek a trial by another Judge, would, no 
doubt, have the salutary effect of preventing many of 
the manifestly unjust sentences imposed by Judges 
when in the heat of temper. 

By the political alignment in the committee, six 
Democrats and five Republicans voted for the bill, and 
four Republicans and one Democrat against it. As was 
to have been expected, Senators Borah, Blaine, Walsh 
of Montana, Dill, Bratton and Neely were among 
those who joined Senator Norris. The character of 
the opposition was well indicated by the presence of 
Senator Hebert of Rhode Island, who recently voted 
against the resolution for an amendment to abolish 
the lame-duck session of Congress. 

The vote is particularly timely, since the Senate is | 
now confronted with President Hoover’s appointment 
of Federal Judge Wilkprson to be Federal Circuit 
Judge. Considering the sweeping injunction which 
Judge Wilkerson issued against the striking railway 
shopmen in 1922, it wquld be impossible for a con- 
sistent Senate committee to approve the Norris bill 
relating to injunctions and at the same time report 
favorably on Judge Wilkerson. 

If these early signs are any indication of what the 
Senate thinks of Judge Wilkerson, and it is to be 
hoped they are, it is probable that the nation is to 
be spared the unwise promotion. 
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JOHN HAYNES HOLMES’ 25 YEARS. 

The visit of the Rev. John Haynes Holmes, who 
spoke in St. Louis Sunday and yesterday, occurred 
just as he passed his twenty-fifth year as head of the 
New York Community Church. The quarter century he 
looks back on is filled with forthright support of many 
an unpopular cause. The preservation of civil liberties 
has been a particular concern of his. When other 
forums were denied, his pulpit could be counted on 
to uphold the oppressed. It was he who with Rabbi 
Wise led the citizens’ assault on Tammany when 
constituted governmental officials would not act. He 
asked for recognition of Soviet Russia when the name 
was yet an anathema. Religion to him “means a 
passion for brotherhood, self-denial to the point of 
sacrifice, care for the weak and downtrodden, an ideal 
of a better world and a freer life for men, and a 
united endeavor to fulfill this idea.” Such a faith 
transcends the limitations of denominations and sects, 
sees life largely and works for a finer mankind. 
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AMERICA IN THE SHANGHAI INQUIRY. 

The League of Nations’ inquiry into conditions at 
Shanghai gains authority and potential effectiveness 
by this country’s acceptance of the invitation to par- 
ticipate. Secretary Stimson has appointed Consul- 
General Cunningham, at Shanghai, to work with the 
investigators. This inquiry is to be conducted by dele- 
gates of the Powers already on the scene, and has 
no connection with the League’s investigation of 
Manchurian conditions. The Manchurian committee, 
appointed several weeks ago, has not yet left Geneva. 
The United States is to participate in that activity 
in a consultative capacity, but our share in ‘the 
Shanghai inquiry will be of a direct nature. 

This phase of the Far Eastern crisis shows again 
how the League needs the United States, and how 
the United States needs the League. Individual pro- 
tests by various Powers thus far have had no effect 
on Japan’s aggressions, nor was the League Council] 
able to halt the warfare in Manchuria. Now, how- 
ever, a united group of investigators fs to start work 
at the scene of the’ disturbance, and its report will 
have the authority of the world’s leading nations 
behind it. Those who scoff at the League as impo- 
tent should be reminded that no other agency ex- 
ists to undertake such an investigation. A similar 
body, issuing a factual report from Serajevo after 
the Archduke’s assassination, in all probability would 
have stayed the World War. 

Participation of this country in the League's in- 
quiry is of great importance to world peace, but full 
participation in all its activities would be of infinite.

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The American Policy at Shanghai 


By Walter Lippmann. 


about the present situation at Shanghai 

is that the United States is not engaged 
in trying to enforce the Kellogg pact or the 
Nine-Power Treaty. Its sole objective is 
to protect American lives and interests 
without becoming embroiled in a war with 
Japan. ' 

The objective implies two main lines of 
action. The first is to act in concert with 
Great Britain, France and Italy to put 
enough ships and troops into Shanghai to 
defend the International Settlement, and if 
necessary to evacuate Europeans and Amer- 
icans who may be in danger. The second 
is by concerted diplomatic action to per- 
suade Japan to cease using the Interna- 
tional Settlement and Chinese territory con- 
tiguous to it as a base of operation. Fur- 
ther than that it is impossible to see ahead 
at this time. 

The first phase of our disinterested inter- 
vention to obtain respect for the Kellogg 
pact and the Nine-Power Treaty ended with 
Secretary Stimson’s note of Jan. 7. The 
League and the United States had failed to 
check the Japanese advance over the whole 
of South Manchuria, and the Japanese army 
was in possession of the territory. The po- 
sition taken by the American Government 
then became substantially the same as that 
which it took in 1915, when Japan present- 
ed China with the 21 demands. That po- 
sition is that, while it will take no positive 
action to oppose whatever designs Japan 
may have, it reserves the right not to rec- 
ognize as legal any treaties and agreements 
which may result from Japan's military 
seizure of South Manchuria. 

That declaration was meant to end what 
had become an intensely humiliating chap- 
ter in the history ‘of Western diplomacy. 
For three rhonths the Western world had 
sought to make its post-war peace machin- 
ery effective in the Orient. It had failed 
for the simple reason that the Western na- 
tions were too distracted and too divided 
to bring the pressure of their collective 
power to bear on the situation. Moral force 
was shown to be no force at all to achieve 
Mr. Stimson’s note of 
Jan. 7 was a recognition that, since phys- 
ical force is ruled out, and moral force has 
no present effect, it was time to stop hu-

years Japan will find it to her interest to 
square her position with the treaties she 
has violated. Such as it is, that was the 
end of our present efforts to check the 
Japanese military party. 

The affair at Shanghai arises. out of 
Chinese resistance to Japan’s conquest of 
Manchuria. The boycott has quite evident- 
ly been so effective that Japan has felt im- 
pelled to invade China proper in order to 
destroy the organization of the boycott, 
Once again it appears that the Japanese 
commander has outrun his instructions; in 
this instance his haste resulted in a severe 
defeat, followed by Japanese retaliation 
upon the defenseless civilian population. 
The bombing of Shanghai was an act that 
will long be remembered, and if the civ- 
ilized world were not paralyzed by its stu- 
pid internal quarrels, that bloody business 
would evoke such a thunder of condemna- 
tion as to shake even the most arrogant of 
militarists. z 

As it is, the West is in a position. where 
it must concentrate upon the task of seeing 
that the conflagration does not spread. It 
must send ships and troops to Shanghai, 
not to threaten Japan, but to guard and, if 
necessary, remove the large colony of. for- 
eigners who are there and in the interior 
cities. At the same time, ignoring all senti- 
mental considerations, it must seek by 
diplomacy to remove the zone of the fight- 
ing from the vicinity of the International 
Settlement. If¢this means, as it almost cer- 
tainly does, backing up the Japanese de- 
mand that the Chinese troops should be 
asked to retreat, theme should be no hesi- 
tation about asking the Chinese to retreat. 
Then the Japanese can be asked, and per- 


haps persuaded, to remove their base from. 


the International Settlement and the vicinity, 

No one will pretend that such action by 
the Western Powers is noblé or calculated 
‘to enhance their prestige. It is merely 
cold-blooded prudence, aimed to achieve 
the supremely important object of not em- 
broiling the United States ‘and other Powers 
in a desperately destructive war. It is ‘to 
be hoped that Japan, too, will have the 
cold-blooded prudence to do her part in 
averting such a war.

Causes of Auto Accidents 
Marlen Pew in Editor & Publisher. 


N spite of efforts of newspapers in many 
| cities and various public and private in- 

stitutions to arouse the American people 
to the perils of motor’ traffic, 1931 rolled 
up in the United States the red total of 
34,400 persons killed and 997,600 injured, 
a casualty list equaling the entire popu- 
lation of the State of Colorado. 

I am able to announce these sickening 
statistics from information privately gath- 
ered by actuarial experts of the Travelers’ 


last hours of 1931. My insurance inform- 
ants gave me an immense volume of find- 
ings from their statistics. I shall record 
some here in question-and-answer form: 

Question—How much are children vic- 
timized by motor accidents? Answer—More 
than 20 per cent killed last year were 
under 15, but more than 60 per cent of 
fatalities were among persons in the prime 
of life. 


Among 1,281,400 vehicles in accidents, 24.2 
per cent, had two-wheel brakes and 75.8 
per cent four-wheel brakes.

Q.—What are the most dangerous days 
for driving? A,—Last year 151,000 acci- 
dents happened on Sunday, 149,000 on Sat- 
urday, while the average for the other days 
of the week was around 112,000. 
Q.—What are the most dangerous hours 
of the day? A.—Between 5 and 6 p. m. 
But notice that more than 10 per cent ot 
the deaths occurred on streets and roads 
between 1 and 6 a. m. 
Q.—Suggesting boozy drivers? 
briety is essential in safe driving. 
Q.—How about types of cars? A.—-There 
were 31,640 passenger cars, 6060 commer- 
cial cars, 660 taxis, 450 busses, 910,motor. 
cycles and 90 others in fatal accidents: 
Q.—How about the “terrible” woman 
A.—Not as terrible as reputed. In 
fact, she is only about 25 per cent as dan- 
gerous as her brother, Among 7,600,000 
drivers of both sexes, a'male was involved 
in a personal-injury case for every 21 male 
drivers licensed, whereas a female was in- 
volved in a personal-injury accident for 
every 86 females registered. 
Q'—How about the age of drivers? 
Drivers under 20 do the most damage, 39 
out of every 1000 being involved ip acci- 
derits last year. Only 18 out of every 1000 
persons of 50 years or older were in acci- 
dents. 
Q.—<Are inexperienced drivers danger- 
ous?-A.—No. The vast bulk of drivers in 
accidents have had a year or more at the 
wheel. Few new drivers, being naturally 
cautious, are involved. This is another 
proof of recklessness, 
Q.—Are most accidents on wet or icy 
surfaces? A.—No. The bulk are on dry 
roads, in full daylight. Less than 3000 fa- 
tal accidents involved snow or rain.. 
Q.—The property loss must be heavy? 
A—As a consequence of motor vehicle acci- 
dents last year, the loss was about $2,500,-

Her mezzo-soprano voice has both 
Strength and resonance, and her 
comeliness, for the first time since 
the ‘Queen of Sheba’ was made 
known is this country, rendered 
Asad’s infatuation comprehensible.” 

Herbert knew that he didn’t 
have to be jealous of his wife's 
popularity. She adored him. She 
sang some of her love _§ songs 
Straight at him, as he sat hidden 
away in the orchestra pit. 

She worried because he smoked 
big, black cigars that she thought 
weren’t good for him. The two 
young people used to exchange 
smiles across the footlights, quite 
as though nobody else ‘was present. 

Mrs. Herbert was heard in four 
roles in the Metropolitan. She 
was the Queen in “The Queen of 
Sheba”, Elsa in “Lohengrin”: Aida 
in “Aida” and TIrene in Wagner's 
“Rienzi.” Her career was brilliant, 
but brief. When the season closed 
she announced that she wouldn't 
be back. She wouldn’t give the 
reason.

But Kaye says, in speaking of 
Herbert: | 

“He had a strong, if unspoken, 
feeling ‘that of the two he should 
dominate.
